The Same Ones Are Rarely Used Two 
Consecutive Seasons. 

The filght of the buzzard {s as wel) 
nigh perfection as is possible to And. 
In fact, be might be called the most 
perfect aeroplane in existence, To see 
him soaring between the bare hills, 
with a vast green fertile valley below 
him and with the spring sun lighting 
«ep bis brown plumage as he slowly 
ealls around with outspread pinions, is 
a sight never to be forgotten. 

The buzzard usually chooses a ledge 
on a cliff for an eyrie,-but in certain 
parts of Wales there are a few well 
used nests In trees. and as they are 
generally’ used by some bird of prey 
each season they grow to an enormons 
size. The buzzard “ves cot, as a rule, 
use the same pest two consecutive sea- 
sons, but returns to it the third, and 
after that allows another season to 
elapse before occupying it again. 

Two nests are often constructed ip 
one dingle, and an amusing tocident 
happened a. few years ago in one of 
these places. The ben laid one egg in 
each nest, and, as it was quite impos- 
sible for her to sit on both at once, we 
did ber a good turn by placing one of 
these eggs ip the nest with its com 
panion. ‘The result of our kindness 
was that a collector pussed by about 
two bours afterward. and put both 
eggs in his collecting box. 

When 1 thought the matter over I 
came to the conclusion that that o]d 
buzzard was not balf such a fool as 
we took her to be, and if we had left 
the eggs as we found them the bird 
might bave had a chance of rearing 
one yonnsster.—Country Life.

Wesley in one of his brief intervals of 


j leisure published a sort of inedical 


tade mecum:calied not inappropriately 
“Primitive Physic.” It was first pub- 
Ushed in 1747, and It ran Into at least 
tweuty-four editions, The author was 
greatly surprised there was so swift 
nnd large a demand for it: 

Inter editions he was able fo add the 
werd “Tried” to certain remedies the 
virtues of which he bad meanwhile 
found opportunities of testing. After 
five years’ careful trial und notwith- 
standing the objections of the learned 
he recommends for the ague “to go 
Into the cold bath just before the cold 
Ot,” but omits to say how to time the 
coming of the fit, To prevent apoplery 
use the cold bath-and drink only wa- 
ter. If this proves useless and a ft 
should declare itself you hare only to 
“put a bandful of salt with a pint of 
cold water and if possible pour it 
down the throat of the patient” To 
cure asthma “take a pint of cold wa- 
ter every morning, washing the head 
therein immediately after.” Wesley 
gives four ways of curing old age— 
“take tar water morning and evening” 
or “a decoction of nettles” or “be elec- 
trified daily” or “chew cinnamon daily 
and swallow your saliva.” The two 
great panacenas in the Wesleyan doc- 
trine are the use of cold water and the 
use of electricity, and at the end of 
the book are columns of every sort of 
disease which may be overcome by 
these simple expedients.—St. James’

Whether it 
came by accident or design is another 
. _ According to one story it 
came about in this way: The Duchess 
of Fife was at Marseilles last autumn 
on her way to Egypt, and expected to 
find there a telegram from the King. 
She was told there was none, but had 
enquiries made, which resulted in the 
telegram being found, set aside. I¢ 
was addressed ‘‘The Princess al,” 
but some official taking the title to 
be name of a vessel had noted on 
it in pencil “ship unknown,” and put 
ft by.

Then came the war with- 
the French revolution, and we see the 
Princess Royal in the thick of the 
midnight horrors of the fighting in 
Toulon Harbor when an “unknown 
captain of artille: Napoleon Bona- 
arte, drove the British ficet out head- 
long. Two fights with the French in 
1795, one off Genoa, the other near 
Toulon, make “? the Princess Royal’s 
record of cight battles. For some 
ears after that the Princess Royal 
ad her place in the Channel Flect, 
helping to hold in check Napolcon’s 
intended invasion from Boulogne, one 
of “those far<listant ‘ atorm-beaten 
ships upon which the Grand Army 
never looked, but which stood be- 
tween it afd the dominion of the 
world.” Her end, to be taken to 
pieces at Chatham, came two years 
after Trafalgar. 

The third Princess Royal bore the 
effigy of Queen ‘ Victoria’s « eldest 
daughter, the Empress Frederick, for 
her figurehead. A 91-gun screw-pro-

Student Life In Chicago University In 
Civit War Times. 

It was not always steam beat, elec- 
tric Ught acd comparatively Juxnrious 
surroundings at the University of Chi- 
cago.

The students of civil war Umes, as 
gravely described In the diary, would 
furnish much amusement {f seen on 
j the streets of’ modern Chicago, The 
senjors wore tall silk bats: whose cost, 
the diary states {mpressively, was the 
equivalent of five weeks’ board. With 
these upon their heads the students 
considered themselves too dignified to 
be cooped up in the street cars of the 
period, which were drawn by. mules. 
Accordingly they walked when they 
had to go downtown, 

In spite of their Impressive street 
costumes they submitted to a ¢ilmplic- 
ity of fare at the commons that would 
start a riot among modern undergrad- 
uates, They all boarded at the unl- 
versity commons, and the diary de- 
scribes as a typical supper menu 
bread and butter, old bread toasted 
and soaked and one doughnut each. 
The usun! breakfast was hash and ty 
Lolled potatoes, bread and butter, ye ps 

In the following entry for Jan. 12)" i 
1861, the diary tells of the students’ 
struggles to keep warm ‘in cold 
weather: 

“This winter we had wood stores In 
our rooms and had to buy. saw and 
curry up our wood, The woodsbed was 
our gymnasium, and all made good 
use ofthe old sawbuck. During this . 
winter the thermometer was frequent- % 
ty 10 to: 12 degrees below zero, and’) 
not Infrequently some poor fellow 
would run out of wood and could nel- 
ther buy nor borrow.

Grave of Maurice. 

The Rev. John Frederick Denison 
Maurice, one of the most influential 
thinkers and social reformers of the 
middle of the last century, and a 
friend’ of Tennyson and Kingsley, 
pened away April 1, 1872, and was 

juried at Highgate. Yet, according 
to the Rev. J. Na 
grave cannot now be discovered. 

“Some time ogo,” ssys Mr. Han- 
bury, writing to The Guardian, “¥ 
made a pilgrimage to Highgate ceme- 
tery to visit the grave of my rever- 
end teacher, Professor F. D. Maurice. 
After considerable discussion as to 
the spelling of the name, the clerk 
gave me a ticket showing the situa- 
tion and number of the grave. It was 
at the upper end of the cemetery, 
where the grass was high and the 
paths overgrown. 

“After a long and fruitless search, - 
thinking that my old eyes were at 
fault, I eng: the services of two 
of the workmen of the cemetery, and 
together we traversed the whole area 
indicated on my ticket. All in vain; 
the grave could not be found. It was 
poor consolation to be told by the 
clerk that no one ever asked where 
Mr. Maurice was buried, and it made 
me sad to think that the last carthly 
resting-place of a man to whom the 
Church of England is under such in- 
estimable obligations should seem to 
be neglected and forgotten.” 
Commenting on the pain that will 
be caused to many by the fruitless 
search for the grave of Maurice, The 
Guardian recalls the inquiry direct- 
ed to him by a lady, who asked, 
“Shall we know each other in Hea- 
ven?’ to which he replied with the 
question: “Do we know each other 
on earth?” There are probably some 
of his friends who will attempt to 
rectify the lack of identification >in 
Highgate.

order those under him to look up 
particulars of the “caller” and place 
the same before him.

It is not generally known that King 
Edward for many years ran a serica 
of card-indexes, of the kind common 
in all large commercial houses. These 
were kept at Buckingham Palace, 
and when a person not attached to a 
royal family called upon the King, 
his name, together with a short ac- 
count of what passed at the inter- 
view, particulars of his career and 
his achievements, and a short history 
of his family, were placed on a card 
and filed in the. usual way. If the 
“caller” again visited the King, the 
card-index was consulted. In this 
way His Majesty was able to recall 
to mind who and what his visitor 
was, and prepare himself accordingly. 

‘At several courts of Europe, includ- 
ing Britain, brief records of scandals 
affecting people are preserved, in 
order that the appearance at court of 
those compromised thereby may be 
avoided. The British royal records 
of unpleasant incidents are kept by 
the Lord Chamberlain's department. 

People who invite the King and 
Queen to dinner must escort their 
royal guests into the dining-room first 
and see that they are placed in the 
centre of one side of the table, with 
the principal guests on both sides of 
them. It is considered etiquette for 
people to address the’ King as “Sir” 
and the Queen as “Madam.”

M@DISE OF SHUNDER. 


Due to Heating of Gases Along the 
Line of Electric Discharge. 
To Professor Trowbridge we owe an 
experiment to explain the nolse of 
thunder. It bas usually been thought 
that the nolse ts caused. by the clos- 
ing up of the vacnum created by the 
image of lightning, the alr rushing 
in from all sides witb a clap, bot the 
intensity of the noise is rather dis- 
proportionate, and it is now supposed 
that the thunder is due to the intense 
heating of the gases, especially the 
sas of. water vapor along the tine of 
the electric discharge, and the conse 
uvnt contersion of suspended mols 
ture info stcam at enormous pressure. 
Ip this way the crackle with which 
nu peat of thonder sometimes begins 
micht be regarded an the sound of 
steam explosions on a small scale. 
caused by Inductive discharges before 
fhe main flash. The rumble would be 
the overlapping steam explosions, and 
the Gnal clap, which soundest loudest, 
would be the steam explosion nearest 
to the auditor. In the caxe of rum- 
bling thunder the Ughtning ts passips 
from cloud to cloud, When the Sash 
puxxes from the earth to tbe clonds 
the clap ts loudest at the beginnings.

ing electric flashes to pass from polnt 
to polnt through terminals clothed in 
rouked cotton wool, and be succeeded 
in magnifying the crack of the elec- 
tric spark to a terrifying extent—Lon- 
don Graphic.

Ottawa, Dec. 15.—In the Hoase yes- 
terday Mr, Monk's bill to provide for 
control of co-operative credit societies 
was given a second reading. When 
clause 5, authorizing the credit socic- 
ties, was reached, E. B. Osler_ (West 
Toronto) took exception, on the score 
that societies with practically no capi- 
tal at their back would be able to 
take an unlimited amount on deposit, 
and lend it to themselves. 

Mr. Monk contended that the bank. 
ers had withdrawn their objection to 
the bill when it was agreed that loans 
be limited to membera, while Mr. Os- 
ler objected <thidf u Inrge sum be loan- 
ed to a member of the society, who 
might skip out before it was necessary 
to make a first report to the Govern- 
ment. 

H. H. Miller, chairman of the bank- 
ing and commerce committee, thought 
the proposed legislation was danger- 
ous. Sheldon had taken millions out 
of the people of Montreal, and iat 
should not be made easy for others 
to play. the Sheldon game. 

rge H. Perley (Argenteuil) said 
it was his understanding that Mr. 
Fielding had agreed to the bill becom. 
ing law. It was in the power of the 
Secretary of State to confine the oper. 
ation of ahy one society to a restricted 
area. He would be opposed to the 
Dill, if a society could operate all over 
the Dominion. 

Major Beattie (London) thought the

Toronto, Dec. 15.—At the closing 
session of the Dominion Grange con- 
vention in Victoria Hall, there was 
some hot discussion when Rev, J. G. 
Shearer read a resolution which the 
Moral and Social Reform Council 
wished the grangers to adopt. The 
resolution regretted the action of Par- 
liament in legalizing professional race 
track gambling, repudiating the con- 
tention that this is necessary in the 
interests of horse breeding, and ex- 
pressed gratification at the action of 
the Provincial Government in su 
pressing demoralizing pictures in 
cheap shops, especially fight pictures. 
This was unanimously approved, the 
dissention arising when reference was 
made to the suppression of social 
evils, by expressing the conviction 
that the criminal code ought to be 
amended so as “to make its enforce- 
ment more easy and effective, by pro- 
viding for search of suspected prem- 
ises with or without warrant, and by 
providing for a prima facie case, as 
is the case-now with gambling houses | 
and opium joints.” 

Some of the delegates expressed the 
opinion that this would give danger- 
ous power to officials, and that houses 
might be searched because of a spite 
against the tenant. Dr. Shearer be- 
came somewhat nettled, saying he 
didn’t think a body of farmers would 
find so many objections. 

“Don’t you think we know anything 
about law?" one asked. 

“Why; yes,” replied Dr. Shearer, 
“You scem.to know more about it 
than the lawyers themselves.” 

Instantly some of the delegates took 
exception, and he’ added, “I mean 
that for a compliment.”” The members 
refused to accept the compliment, 
however, and the remark was with- 
drawn after repeated demands, Fin- 
ally it was decided to amend the 
clause, making a warrant n 
Then the reform resolutions 
adopted bodily.

Thereafter the ground will produce un- 
sound crops for a number of years un- 
Jess an intelligent system of crop ro- 
tation is used to heal the soll. { 

Diseased potatoes should invariably 
be burned or, if too wet to burn, 

| should be. buried In a hole and covered

{sbould never be taken from alling 
crops. If the seod Is suspected It 
| should be powdered with sulphur and 
stored away until planted.

When an area of low 
barometric pressure passes across Uw 
United States no microseisms are pro- 
duced as long as the cyclone remains 
distinctly over the continent, but when 
it rashes out upon the surface of the 
ocean the needles of the selsmographs 
begin to tremble. 

These strange morements affect 
blocks of the earth's crust so larre 
that their surface, as already re- 
marked, covers tens of thousands of 
square miles. Over these immense 
areas the solid earth trembles like s 
jelly, and tbe motion, Instead of pass- 
ing away rapidly, as in an earthquake, 
continues day after day and week 
after week.

A simple way to make woollen gar- 
ments waterproof is given in La Terre 
Vaudoise. te was told to the editor 
by an old forester: 


Have two small tubs. In each put

in the other the same weight of ace- 
tate of lead. “When dissolved pour 
one into the other. A white precipi- 
tate will fall.’

Do 
not wring them out, but hang them 
up to drip. When they are dry «

The Word “Gent.” 


At one time the word “gent” was a 
reputable term for general use. A re- 
spectable writer in 1554 tells cf “a 
supper to divers gentleman of the 
Gray’s Inne for the great amitie be- 
tween them and the Midd'e Temple 
gents.” The diarist Evelyn speuks of 
the “noise and tumult occasioned by 
three or four wild gents in drink.” 
Soon after Queen Victoria’s accession 
“gents” became vulgar. Thackeray 
speaks of it in 1842 as an ‘‘affection- 
ate diminutive at present much in 
use among commercial persons.”

Five Hundred Dead in 'Quake. 

West Colon, Dec. 20.—Despatches 
from La Libtertad, Salvador, received 
here yesterday, declares that earth- 
quake shocks throughout Salvador 
have subsided after causing at Icast 
five hundred deuths on islands of the 
Pacific coast. The sinking of a large 
island in the Hlepange Lagoon, off 
Salvador, drowned 200 persons, many 
of these having fled from smaller is- 
lands. Scores of smal) islands slid in- 
to the sea when the ear:A tremors be- 
gan last Tuesday, the cuter group be 
yond the n disa,pearing first. 
As the shock increased, whole groeps, 
formerly two* or more small land 
patches, were hurled into the ocean 
and the natives fled towards the main 
land. Most of these took refuge on 
the larger Lagoon Islands. 

Descriptions of the sinking of [Ue- 
pango Island reveal the “Neepersto 
dash of the satives for the high ridge 
of land as the island slowly settled 
into the ocean. The whole population 
was thrown into hysterical excitement 
and the dash for fishing boats on the 
shores, resulted in the death of num- 
erous. men -and women, caly oe 
strongest getting possession 0: 
boats and wirvives. In the scramble 
for smull boate the crafts wero wreck- 
ed and made unseaworthy.

Terrible Explosion Kills Ten and 
Injuries 125 Persons. 





BIG GAS TANK BLOWS UP 





Electric Spark Touches Off Hlumin- 
ating Gas and Trolley Car ts Lift- 
ed From Its Trucks and Hurled 
Inte a Passing Auto—Property 
Loss Is Estimated at Over 
Five Hundred Thousand. 


_ New York, Doc. 20.—The very heart 
and backbone of Manhattan Island 
were shaken yesterday morning by a 
terrific explosion of illuminating gas 
in the auxiliary power house of the 
Grand Central station. Nine persons, 
two of them’ women, were killed, 125 
wero injured, and property was dam- 
aged to the extent of $500,000, 

Four workmen, who are missing, 
are believed to have perished, and 96 
of the 125 injured were removed to 
hospitals.

Royal Servants on Holiday. 

The Royal servants’ will have a 

much hnger —— than usual this 
year. As a rule, all the servants ox- 
cept those required to be in personal 
atlendance on Their Majesties would, 
in the ordinary course of events, be 
relieved from duty from August to 
October, when they usually returned 
to Buckingham Palace. But, as the 
Court will not be in London again 
until February, the servants will not 
be required to return to the palace 
before then. 
A certain number of the Royal ser- 
vants have, of course, gone to Bal- 
moral, but the grooms of the cham- 
bers, the pages, and the atate porters, 
as well as a number of the female 
staff, have been relieved of duty for 
the next four or five months, 

Many of the late King’s servants 
have been re-engaged in the. new 
Royal household, but two of the most 
prominent have been pensioned off 
namely, Mr. Menager, the former head 
ebef, and Mr. Chandler, King Ed- 
ward’s valet. Mr. Chandler's son, it 
will be renfembered, was recently kill- 
ed in a motor-car accident.

In this way 
the King became quite intimate with 
the affairs of the majority of the peo- 
ple who entered his palace. 
It is not generally known that King 
Edward for many years ran a series 
of card-indexes, of the kind common 
in all large commercial houses. These 
were kept at Buckingham Palace, 
and when a person not attached to a 
royal family called upon the King, 
his name, together with a short ac. 
count of what passed at the inter- 
| view, particulars of his career and 
| his achievements, and a short history 
| of his family, were placed on a card 
| and filed in the usual way. If the 
“ealler’ again visited the King, the 
eard-index was consulted. In’ this 
way His Majesty was able to recall 
to mind who and what his visitor 
was, and prepare himself accordingly. 

At several courts of Europe, includ- 
ing Britain, brief records of scandals 
affecting _ people ure preserved, in 
order that the appearance at court of 
those compromised thereby may be 
avoided. The British royal records 
of unpleasant incidents are kept by 
the Lord Chamberlain's department. 

People who invite the King and 
Queen to dinner must escort their 
royal guests into the dining-room first 
and see that they are placed in the 
centre of one side of the table, with 
the principal guests on both sides of 
them. It is considered etiquette for 
people to address the King as “Sir” 
and the Queen as “Madam.”

In a discussion as to what is the 
most common and familiar portrait 
in the world, writes Arthur Loring 
Bruce, one man wus sure-Raphacl's 
Sistine Madonna was the best known 
portrait in the world.

The sensation o1 dying Is one of the 
earliest to appear ip the dreams of 
childhood. it seems to become less 
frequent after middle age. Reaunis 
states that in his case it ceased at the 
age of fifty. It is sometimes the last 
sensation at the moment cf death. 

To rise, to fall, to glide away bas 
often beén the last conscious sensation 
recalled by those who seemed to be 
dying, but have afterward been brought 
back to fe. Pleron has noted this 
sensation at the moment of death in 4 
number of cases, usvally accompanied 
by a sense of wel! being. The cases be 
describes were mosuly tuberculous and 
included individuals of both sexes and 
with atheistic as well as religions be 
liefs. 

In all the last sensation to which ex- 
pression was given was one of fyinz. 
of moving upward. In some death was 
peaceful, in others painful. [In one 
case a girl died clasplng the tron bars 
of the bed, in horror of being borne 
upward, : 

Pleron associates this sensation with 
the similar sensation of rising and tost- 
ing in dreams aud with tbat of mov- 
Ing upward and resting on the air ex- 
perienced by persons in the ecstatic 
state. In all these cases alike life is 
being concentrated in the brain and 
central organs, while the outlying dis- 
tricts of the body are becoming numb 
and dead.

Yet such 
was his equipment for many a year.

Rhodes believed devoutly in the poli- 
tical mission of money, even before 
he had it, and though the later dis- 

sition ot his wealth lacks the care- 
ess splendor of his~ youth it still 
was touched with the fire of imagina-, 


ion. 
Elected in 1831 as member for Bark- 
ly West, he lost nv time in explain- 
ing his policy. It was, in his own 
words, “to secure for British South 
Africa room for expansion, and to 
leave time and circumstances to bring 
about an inevitable federation.” From 
that day until the end it was his pur- 
poss to keep open the northern route. 
t was to this end that hé made his 
famous amalgamation with Barney 
Barnato, and insisted that no restric- 
tion should be placed upon the uso or 
extent of the company’s capital. 
Barnato, a magn of business, looked 
with a natural suspicion upon Rhodes’ 
schemes, and in the end he gave way, 
after an all-night sitting, with a 
phrase which does credit to both men.

In the case of rum- 
bling thunder the lightning is passing 
from cloud to cloud, When the flash 
passes from the earth to the clouds 
the clap 1s loudest at the beginning.

Gillies Proposes Waterway From Goderich to 
Hamilton--The Canadian Who Has Projected a 
Huge Terminal For Toronto, Says a Canal 
From Georgian Bay to LakeZOntario With 
Cheap Power Would Make Ontario} the Hub 
of British North America. : 


Toronto, Dec. 29.—A. P. Gillies, the 
man who appeared before the Board 
of Control with an army of New York 
financiers last summer and presented 
a scheme for the building of a subway 
terminal in Totonto,”is here again 
with another scheme which he pro- 
poses to work in conjunction with his 
subway terminal idea and one, which 
according to Mr. Gillies, will, if, oper- 
ated successfully, make Toronto the 
hub of the continent, double Hamil- 
ton’s population, and make Ontario 
one of the greatest manufacturing pro- 
vinces in the world. In looking for a 
source of power to operate the pro- 
posed subway terminal, the idea of 
digging a canal from Goderich to 
Hamilton, which would effect a fall of 
200 feet between the two lukes, oc 
curred to Mr. Gillies, and he claims 
he has now the backing of sufficient 
capital to see the aclieme completed.

the gold coins which are mutilated: 
This practice, commonly known as 
“sweating,” requires considerable skill, 
and tho ingenuSty displayed is often 
amazing. 


The “sweating” must be done ia 
such a way that the coin will appear 
perfect, even to the closest observer. 
The federal government will not per- 
mit any gold coin to circulate the 
weight of which is below the point of 
legal tolerance, which is fixed at one- 
half of 1 percent. Ifa coin is found 
to be lighter than this it is stamped 
with a ldrge L, to indicate its light- 
ness, and is returned to the bank ot 
the individual who. last handled it 
The only redress of the owner is to 
have the coins sent to Washington to 
be reminted. The owner must stand 
the loss in weight. which ts often con- 
siderable. In cases where the coin 
bas been “sweated” an investigation 
may follow, witb criminal prosecution. 

One of the most insidious methods of 
“sweating” and perhaps the most dif- 
cult of all to detect is the electropiat- 
ing method. The gold coins are placed 
in a chemical bath, and part of the 
gold is detached by electricity and de- 
posited on some other object. In this 
way the gold is removed with perfect 
evenness from all parts of the coin. 
The letters and general design or the 
milling may be slightly dulled in the 
Process, but only as it might be from 
general wear and tear. The lightness 
of the coin will be detected by the 
scales at the treasury, but in the mean- 
time such a coln may pass from band 
to hand for a long time without arous- 
ing suspicion. It is obviously exceed- 
ingly dificult to trace the offender. 

Another baffilng method is to split 
the coln and remove the gold from 
the inner surface. The hole is then 
filled up with some baser metal, so 
that the weight will be the same, and 
the two sides are then welded together. 
It is possible to take a dollar's worth of 
gold or more in this way from a twenty 
Gollar gold piece. If the work be skill- 


“aweating” is to shake up a number of 
gold colns in a chamois bag and pre- 
serve the dust and microscopical parti- 
cles which have been loosened. The 
bag is frst moistened, so shat the gold 
will adhere to it, ‘is af 
burned and the gold’ assayed.

nary handling. ‘The profit trom this 
treatment is small, but many people 
seem to find profit in it. The question 
arises if the ingenuity and labor thus

The men whe handle the gold be- 
come marvelously expert in detecting 
the “aweated” coins, In handling mil- 
Mons of dollars’ worth of gold a de- 
faced coin will rarely get past them. 
The coins are spread out in trays be- 
fore them and turned over and the 
light colns picked ont’ A slight faw 
In the milling, a dulled appearance of 
the lettering or a suspicious nick on 
the surface will be quickly identified. 


As a final test the scales, which will |. 


weigh a single hair, are resorted to, 
and if the slightest discrepancy cap 
be found every coin is examined sepa- 
rately until the faulty one has been 
discovered.—New York Times.

‘The hoary sagas 
of the Norsemen tell of dragons—did 
not Siefried challenge Fafner to mor- 
tal combat and slay him? The legends 
of the Christian snints are full of 
stories of dragons; that of St. George 
has been painted by many an artist 
and is perpetuated to this very day on 
the gold coinage of Great Britain.

THE BELTED PLAI 
This Was the Original Dress of the 
; Scottish Highlander. 

The original dress of the highlander 
was the belted plaid. This was a piece 
of tartan cloth, two yards broad and 
four long, which was drawn around 
the waist in nicely adjusted folds and 
tightly buckled with a belt. The lower 
part came down to the knees [n much 
the same manner as the modern kilt, 
while the upper part was drawn up 
and adjusted to the left sboulder, so 
that the right arm might be perfectly 
free. This upper part was the plaid, 
which was used as a covering forthe 
shoulders and body in wet weather, 
and when the use of both arms was 
required it was fastened across the 
breast with a brooch, often. curiously 
enriched. A brooch was also used to

To attire himself in the belted plaid 
required on the part of the highlander 
no small amount of dexterity. The

CINNAMON TREE BARK. 
tt Curls Up into Quills When Dried In 
the Sun. 

The clonamon tree xryiws to a Leight 
of front twenty to thirty feet und is 
sometiines eighteen inches in thick- 
ness, Tle leaves ure from four to six 
fuches tu length, oval shaped and 
tuarked whth three principal verves. 
They taste very wneh like cloves, 
Cinnamon fower are of a beantiful 
silky gray on tbe outsile aud a dight 
Fellow on the fuside, The fruit is a 
sinall ncorn shaped drape, and when 
ripe it is quite brdwu. H 

It ts, however, the bark of the clnza- 
non tree that makes it valuable, The 
finest comes from the Ixlaud of Cey- 
fon, where they huve twe segsous of 
elnnamon harvest. “The frst senson 
begins In April and the list Jo Novem. 
ber, The branches of three to tive 
years’ growth ore cut down, and the 
epidermis is carefully scraped away, 
Then the bark fs rippad up lengthwise 
with aw knife and gradually loosened 
until it may be easily removed. 

The slices of bark ere Uien plnced In 
the sun to dry, aut as they dry they 
curl up diate quills, Toe vext thing is 
to exawine and arrange the cinnamon 
according to it* quality. The persons 
whose work It is to examine the cinna- 
mon are obliged for thi, purpose to 
taste and chew it, although ina shert 
time ft produces a very painful effect 
on their mouths and tongues, 

As the clunamon quills are examined 
the smaller ones_are Inserted tuto the 
larger, nn4 the whole is then thed up in 
bondles weighing about elghty-elgbt 
pounds each. , 

In Cesion the oll of clanamon is usu- 
ally prepared by griudinz the coarsest 
pleces of bark, soaking this powder 
In sea water for two or three days and 
then dieting, Two olts pass over, ope 
lighter, the otber heavier, than water.
